Colonel EBmerson, formerly ‘ General 
Manager of the Great Northern Railway, 
returned from Russia on Jan. 20. He 
was a member of the John F. Stevens 
Railroad Commission, which was sent 
to Siberia in. November, 1917, to keep 
open the Siberian railroad. 

Extracts from a special report pre- 
pared by General Dietrichs furnished the 
basis for the story of the murder of the 
former Czar ‘and his family, and these 
are augmented by an investigation: by 
‘the Czechs under command of General 
Gaida, whe became a stanch friend of 
Colonel Emerson. 

On the night the Czar and his family 
were exterminated Colonel Emerson and 
other members of the commission were 
only about sixty miles distant. Accord- 
ing to the report, a copy of which is in 
Colonel Emerson's possession, the Czar 
and his family were awakened between 
midnight and 1 A. M., July 17, 1918. 
They were brought down stairs in their 
house at Ekaterinburg and told that the 
Czechs would ‘soon arrive and that there- 
fore it would be necessary to put them 
to death, Almost immediately the Red 
Guards: began firing,*‘and the report indi- 
cates that the murder was of the most 
brutal nature, 

The mutilatéd bodies of many of those 
murdered that ‘night were “discovered. 
Others were targets for hand grenades, 
and ‘it is believed that the bodies of the 
|} Czar and his immediate family were 
consumed by great quantities of suk 
phuric acid. Jewelry and trinkets ,pos- 
Sessed by them were found near the 
scene of the crime, These included many 
of the royal jewels, .

Méxicans Detain American Aviators; 
To Be Sent to Monterey for Examination 





LAREDO, Texas, Jan. 31.—Lieutenants 
E, F, Davis and G. E. Grimes, American 
army aviators. who were forced to land 
near Guerrero, Mexico, lest Wednesday, 
when their gasoline supply became’ ¢x- 
hausted,. have peen ordered taken to 
Monterey for examination by Mexican 
military authorities. ; 

American Consul Randolph Robertson, 
stationed at Nuevo Laredo, opposite 
here, sent vrord to this effect today from 
Guerrero, whence he had gone to aid in 
the return of the aviators to American 
soil, 

The aviators are held “ for inveatiga- 
tion as to their reasons for landing on 
Mexican" soil,” the Consul said. ° 

The two aviators, who had been stay- 


ing at a Guerrero hotel under sur- 
veillance of civil authorities, in ac- 
cordance with international practice, 
were ordered removed from the jurisdic- 
tion of these officials, and‘ taken to 
Monterey for examination by ' General 
Murgula of the Carranza army. 

The civil authorities‘had been prepared 
to permit the aviators to return to the 
United States today when the new:.or- 
der came frotn Governor Gonzalez. 

The two aviators are due to reach 
Nuevo Laredo; opposite this city, about 
midnight, and tomorrow morning will 
take a train under military escort for 
Monterey, where they are to be exam- 
ined by military authorities,

Referring to the questionnaires sent to 
the’ farmers of the country by the Post 
Office Department and* fie answers 
which would indicate that there is‘ wide- 
spread dissatisfaction‘ among farmérs, 
E. ‘A. Strout; President of the “EK. A. 


stateti yesterday ‘that, American farms 
wére never before: so prosperous as they 
are today. He said that: his. agency: 
whith has 621 branches: throughout. the 
country, was in a position ‘to know the 
‘facts, and ‘in refiitation of some of’ the 
statements ‘made by the “farmers - he 
quoted reports recently made by six ex- 
perts sent by the Department of Agri-: 
culture to investigate the cdst of ned 
among farmers... - , 

“It would appear to me,’’:sdid dir. 
Strout, “ that the answers te the ques- 
thonnaire, which were published in the 
papers, must have been #ent by the rat- 
tle-brain farmers. Recently the Depart- 
mént of Agricultiire at Washington has 
gathered statistics showing ttiat there 
was an income last year from live stock 
ead crop ‘prodicers of $25,000,000,000. 
This sum was made, the department 
states, by 6,000,000 farms. The everage |. 
yearly income to farmets raising: crops 
and live stock was $4,000.” 

* We havé seld 20,000 more farms this 
year than ever before. If farming were 
such. an unprofitable buisness the value 
of farm lands would go Gown. On the 
contrary, farm land has gone Up great: 
ly all over the country, excepting in 
one section, which 18 in. the dry’ farm- 
ing districts of Montane, Nébraska, 
Oklahoma, and North Dakota. Farm 
lands in Iowa, according to the Depairt- 
ment of Agriculture, have gone up $100 
an acre in the last year. _in Missis- 
sippi farm land has increased 275 per 
cent. in the last seven years. 

“The desire to go into the farming 
business is spreading all over the coun- 
try. We,. ourselves, received 52,000 more 
letters, last. year than the year. before 
from persons who. desired. farms. We 
sold 907 farms in the State of New 
York alone. You may get some idea of 
comperison. between. the farming condi- 
tions in this country and other coun- 
tries, when I tell you that we bought 
162 farms in the United States for, Cuna- 
Atans living in the: farming sections of

PITTSBURGH, Jan. 31,—Production of 
pig iron and steel is at about the same 
rate as that of two weeks ago, no further 
gain in the rate having occurred on ‘ac- 
count of transportation conditions. Janu- 
ary as a whole, however, wil] show ma- 
terially heavier production ‘than Deeem- 
ber, and possibly.the heaviest production 
for a year. The transportation situation 
has, -hhowever, improved slightly in the 

past week. Several large mills were on 
the verge of having to restrict production 
a week ago on account of their finished 
product having backed up ageinst them, 
but heavier shipments. of this product 
have relieved: the situation somewhat. 
Improved movement of coal is also re- 
ported. Bxpectations are that the per- 
manent return of milder weather and of 
the roads to their owners will enable the 
railroads to function better. 

In the past few weeks labor conditions 
at the mills‘and furnaces have been re- 
ported as improving and as having re- 
turned very nearly. to normal. The 10 
per cent. wage advance: just announced 
by the Unites ar Steel Corporation 
will necessarily be followed by the in- 
dependent mills. While the indepen- 
dents have been advancing steel prices, 
the Steel Corporation takes the initia- 
tive in advancing wages. The. latter 

-not departed from the March 21 
or Industrial Board schedule, of prices.

REBATE ON BAD GAS 


Corporation Counsel Burr Dis- 
cusses Decision in Kings 
County Gas Co. Case. 


CANDLE STANDARD UPHELD 


Burden of Proof Put Upon Plaintiff 
Where Confiscation Is 
Alleged.

Corporation Counsel. Burr -yesterday 
completed an analysis of the opinion of 
Justice Greenbaum of the Supreme Court 
which denied to.the: Kings County Light- 
ing Company the privilege of charging 
more than 80 cents a thousand cubic 
feet for gas. After saying. that the 
litigation had-been of the most thorough 
character, Mr. Burr gave the opinion 
that it was now clear that no gas. com- 
pany could hope to have the statutory 
rate set aside unless it. could prove to 
the satisfaction.of a. court: 


That the investment.on which it 
seeks to pay dividends represents an

The burden of proving all these things; 
Mr. Burr said, was upon the. plaintiff. 
Having succeeded in proving them the 
court might decide that the rate was in- 
sufficient and that the company might 
then. apply to. the» Public Service 
Commission which: could fix a higher 
rate-if the proof presented should be 
satisfactory. ‘ : 

Mr.’ Burr successfully fought the first 
attempt of the Consclidated Gas Com- 
pany to overturn the 80-cent law, and he 
has. since been considered an expert on 
gas litigation. Discussing the matter 
yesterday he said. the following com- 
panies had suits pénding in the Federal 
and State Courts to set the law aside on 
the ground that it is. unconstitutional 
because confiscatory :

| WORLD FINANCE AND TRADE. 


In Secretary. Guass’s statement of 
the attitude of our Government toward 
the nations which are seeking credit and 
supplies here there is nothing that can- 
jot be understood by any man or woman 
of intelligence enough to be head of a 
family, Also, there is in our ceclared 
policy nothing that foreign countries 
can object to, since it is the seme bitter 
but wholesome~ medicine ther pre- 
scribed for us when we were in condition 
like theirs now, and earned our way out 
of it. Substantially that is what Secre- 
tary Giass advises, and he puts our right 
to say it on the ‘solid ground of our in- 
disposition and inability to interfere with 
the domestic affairs of other countries. 
It would be an intrusion into their af- 
fairs to tell them how-much taxes they 
must; raise, and in what.manner. It is 
for them to balance their own budgets, as 
it is for-us to balance our own. But when

‘CECIL RHODES. 


Observers of the remarkable career of 
Ceci. RHODES must sometimes wonder 
what the African pioneer and empire 
builder. would think of the worldwide in- 
fluence of the United States in ‘these 
post-war days had he survived. In 
founding the scholarships that bore. his 
name he said in his will: 


I also destre to encourage and foster 
an appreciation of the advantages 
which I implicitly believe will result 
from the union of the English-speaking 
people throughout the world, and to 
encourage in the students from the 
United States of North America who 
will benefit from the Américan scholar- 
ships to be established at the Univer- 
sity of Oxford under this my will an 

~ attachment to the country from whkth 
they have sprung, but without, I hope, 
withdrawing them or their sympathies 
from the land of their adoption or 
birth. ~

Mr. BAkER de- 
signed the famous kouse of Groote 
Schuur, which Cecu, Ruopes left in his 
will as a residence for the Premiers: of 
the ‘Union of South Africa, -and «Mr. 
BAKER later on designed the Government 
buildings and Government House at Pre- 
toria. He became an intimate friend of 
his patron, and for a brief period acted 
as his confidential secretary. The pas- 
sage-in these reminiscences which reveals 
Ceci. RHODES in a prophetic spirit is as 
follows: - 
I remember him once .at Groote 
Schurr discussing world politics -with 
an American and his impatience with | 
his guest at his refusal to accept his 
first assumption that it was the destiny 
of the United States to ‘be the control- 
ling. Power over the southern nations 
of America, as a first step,. and ultf- 
mately to influence European. politics 
in favor of the peace of the world. 
‘The words are Mr. BAKERr’s, but it is 
evident, first, that Ceci, RHODES was a 
believer in the Monroe Doctrine as a 
bulwark of American independence from 
the Arctic to Cape Horn, and, again, that 
he measured rightly the moral and mate- 
rial influence of the United States as a 
world Power. ~ The emergence of this 
nation from isolation with its inevitable 
victory in the war with Spain he must 
have pondered, and he could not but be- 
‘lieve that néver again could the United 
States occupy a position of detachment 
with regard to the affairs and am-

their Asiatic allies. 


he opposed separatism. as unworkable

Ruopes that he brought 
the Matabele rebellion to an end by per- 
sonal negotiation, putting himself in the 
power of the enemy in the Matoppo Hills 
in order. to talk to the chiefs as man to 
man. It was a long parley. “We give 
you one word, it is peace,” said the head- 
men at last, ‘In the will of Cecu, RHODES 
he says of the Colonial, American, and 
German scholarship foundation: “ The 
“ object is that an understanding between 
“the three great Powers will render war 
“impossible and educational relations 
“make the strongest tie.” Imperialist 
in theory as Ceci. RHODES was, he was a 
man of peace. It is inconceivable that 
if he lived today he would fail to advise 


and accept the covenant to prevent an- 


|other great war. 








_ SIMPLIFIED CHINESE. 


Was it Fup-n1, some 8000 B. C., was 
it TSANG-KYEH, 300 years ‘later; who 
observed. the marking on the tortoise- 
shell, and so was led to invent the Chinese 
characters to represent ideas?  Origi- 
nally these were ideographic, but contrac- 
tions were inevitable, and a long series 
of arbitrary signs resulted. At first a 
few pictures or bvutline sketches were 
made familiar objects. A sun, a moon, 
a fish could be understood by any eye, 
but. intelligible pictures . could not. be 
many compared with the almost illimit-. 
able needs of a national language. 

__ The Chinese philologers. divide the 
characters into six-writings.” The fifth 
class “contains 21,810 characters, or 
“nearly all in«the language. They ate 
* tobmed. of anv iffiltative symbol wriited té 


of the: ‘desthiy of the United States by a 


hagnrpia "~The sixth group contains 
598, characters called “ borrowed uses,” 
and “includes metaphoric symbols. and 
“ combinatibns in which the\meaning is 
** deduced by a somewhat fanciful accom- 
“ modation.” Thus the symbol which 
“means “a written character ” cor.sists 
“of a child under shelter—cha-.cters be- 
“ing considered as the well-nurtured off- 
“ spring of hieroglyphics.” 

So the invaluable Dr.\S. WeLLs Wu- 
iams’s “ The Middle Kingdom,” a stand- 
ard book for about seventy years. He 
tells-us that the total of really different 
characters sanctioned by good usage is 
about 25,000, though they’ have been 
computed at from 54,000 to 260,000. 
KANG-HI'’s Dictionary contains 44,449, but 
many. of these are obsolete and synony- 
mous. Even among the 25,000 are thou- 
sands of rare ones; yet, putting the 
necessary number for the ordinary vocab- 
ulary at 6,000, what an inhuman burden 
upon the memory to retain so many com- 
plex symbols, to know their form, sound,° 
meaning! In The Far Eastern Republic 
Mr. Henry Pumir TsAnc tells us that 
“on an average eight ycars of laborious 
learning is needed” to acquire the ordi- 
nary vocabulary of 6,000 words. It is 
marvelous that the Chinese literates are 
so numerous as they are. Only 5 per 
cent. of the population can read, less 
than 2 per cent. “ master the language.” 
Education cannot be general, let alone 
universal, in. China, until the written 
language has been simplified.

Now Paris dispatches indicate that the 
Allies are drifting toward peace with 
LENIN. It is something if-they are all 
drifting: together; it wotild be somewhat 
more encouraging if they were moving 
under their own power and, ‘not drifting 
at all. Peace is-risky enough, even if all 
the Powers go into it deliberately; if they 
go in one and two at a time, under pres- 
sure of circumstances unforeseen by their 
rulers, the consequences may he far- 
reaching and disastrous. 

So far as the United States is con- 
cerned, it would seem that drifting is 
unavoidable. While President WiItson 
is confined to his-room' it appears that 
we are making no contributions to allied 
policy on. Russian affairs, if indeed we 
have a policy of our own. A dispatch 
from Washington on Friday afternoon, 
to be sure, says that’ our policy is that 
“jit is the business of the people of 
“Russia to decide for themselves their 
“ political future ”; that in'the meantime 
Russia “ must not be partitioned or de- 
spoiled”; and that trade should be opened 
with Russia, though without an armistice. 
That can hardly represent our sta’esmen 
accurately; supplying our enemies with 
war materials—and in these times almost 
everything is war _material—is neither 
logical nor likely to be profitable. For 
the letting the people of Russia 
‘settle their own political future is an ex- 
cellent.theory. In practice it meant that 
we gave no aid to KOLCHAK when a very 
little aid might have resulted in the over- 
throw of Bolshevism. The political 
future of Russia has been decided, not by 
the Russian ‘people, but by a small fac- 
tion which had most of the machine guns. 
,. So much for this policy in the past. 
What it means now, apparently, is that 
the Bolshevist rulers of Russia are to be

Dutch 
people found shelter and food gladly and 
freely offered to them. No one has heard 
one word of complaint from the Dutch, 


although they have suffered severely.. 


Nor have they asked assistance, or as 
much as one penny in return for their 
care of the refugees. { 


Holland mobilized her 800,000 soldiers 
for the protection of her frontiers, and 
the ‘‘ Stadhouders’’: resolved unani- 
mously ‘to maintain her neutrality 
by force of arms if necessary. " This; 
she‘ has most certainly done, in spite’ 
of the fact that the Consort, Prince 
Henry, is a near relative of the ex- 
Kaiser. (See ‘* Holland of Today,’’ 1919, 
Bdwards.) The ex-Kaiser is thus pro- 
tected. just as any other refugee would 
be.

Workers 
in our industry and all industries havé 
become careless. As a body, they have 
become powerful and have been able to} 
work not. only ‘their. will but their ill- 
will in their business. This is true all 
aver the country. It is especially true 
in our city and in our business. New 
York City as a clothing market appears 
to be passing away. Many clothing 
manufacturers during the, last few 
weeks have suspended operations in this 
city and will soon open up: elsewhere. 
We are now confronted with the same 
proposition. -It costs us entirely too 
much to make @ suit of clothes. That 
‘ia, it costs us more than the consumer 
ahd the dealer are willing to pay even 
when we sell at cost. All duting last 
year our export, novelty coat, piece 
goods and other departménts carried our 
manufacturing . de mt, .In_ other 
words, our. manufacturing department 
waa run at a considerable loss.

United” States, which was ultimately 
adopted and bechme the fundamental 
law of the land. A vital point, and one 
which is germane to our subject, was 
-the protection of the rights of thé. States 
against . infringement by the Federal 
Government. : 

“ The convention was dominated in 
its final. conclusions by ‘the desire to 
grant as little as possible to a central 
legislative government consistent with 
,| the mutual welfare of the States, and 

autonomy of the separate States 
and. the inherent rights of. the citizens 
of those States, The inal of the 
States at the time of thé<adoption of 
the Constitution that the first ten 
amendments should be incorporated -in 
that instrument: constitutes.. contempor- 
aneous declaration of the intent that 
the réserved powers of the States could 
hever be encroached upon or abrogated 
by ‘amendment. These . amendments 
were in the nature of a bill, of rights 
and ¢annot be said to have been sub- 
mitted and ratified as were subsequent 
amendments. They were proposed \by 

Congress in response to a demand which 
was part of the original adoption éf the 
Conatitution by the people. They were in- 
corporated more as a declarajion | 
the meaning of the original Constitution 
than for the purpose of bringing \about 

any change or modification. 

“The first eight amendments were 
inhibitions upon the Federal Government 
‘| alone which were placed there so as to 
emphasize the fact that the States sur- 
rendered nothing except what was spé- 
cifically delegated to that Government. 
The Tenth Amendment, which provided 
* that powers not delegated to the United 
States * * * nor prohibited to the States, 
are reserved to the States respectively, 
or to the people,’ was merely declara- 
tory and a definition of what the Con- 
stitution mean.. That, with the preced- 
ing amendments, constitutes an express 
limitation upon the power of amendment 
under Article V. of the Constitution! - 

“The Federal Government was given 
some affirmative and coercive powers, 
such. as are set forth in’ Section 8 of 
Article I. of the Constitution, which 
provides that ‘the Congress shall have 
power’ to do such, things» sand make 
such laws which were deemed necessary 
and indispensable for carrying into exe- 
ution the p purpose of a federal 
system, and which wouldaect for the 
Gnion of the States’ in ite affairs and 
relations with foreign countries and in 
differences and questions which might 
arise between the States. It denied to 
the States those rights only which would 
interfere with the responsibility and 
efficiency .of the. Federal Government 
in ae out. its meeessary powers and 
fun restrictions were

‘ment,’ and have upheld the position of 


Daniel Webster that the Constitution 
created a Central Government with dele- 
gated powers and implied powers to 
carry out its mandates necessarily in- 
cidéntal to. those delegated powers. In- 
this clash of thé opinion of two great 
statesmen we have presented the differ- 
ence between the proper exercise of the 
functions of Federal government and.the 
functions of State government. Calhoun 
actually contended for the right of the 
Btate to infringe upon the sovereignty of 
the Federal Government when it was at- |, 
tempting to carry into effect the powers 
vested in it by the Constitution. 4 

‘There was ho intimation of an at- 

tempt of Congress to interfere with the 
operation of any State -on purely intra- 
state matter; Webster denied the right: 
of a State to interfere with acts. or 
authority enacted or exercised by Con- 
gress within the legitimate scope of its 
power, but et the same time he ac- 
knowledged; that the United States, was 
a confederation of sovereign States and 
that they. were entitled to- control and 
govern their domestic gffairs. The con- 
clusion of , the civil war brought the 
Thirteenth, Fourteenth. and Fifteenth 
Amendments to the Constitution/as. a 
further limitation upon. the States, 
but they were limitations /which pro- 
tected the. fundamental rights of the 
individual and did not take away any 
rights from: him, 

An Extension of Sovereignty. 

“he national pronibition amendment 
stands in opposition to the whole plan 
of {and scope of thé ‘Constitution, It ex- 
tends to a new field the sovereignty 
of the Federal Government at the ex- 
pense of authority of the State Govern- 
ments, and fundamentally alters the re- 
lation of the people of each State to 
the Federal Government. . It-is the first 
attack upon the reserved powers of the 
States and opens up the door to other 
attacks and the destruction of other 
reserved powers until there are none 
left, If it is valid then there is nothing 
in the way of a succession of amend- 
ments depending upon the whim of the 
time, which will ultimately reduce the 
State to a mere province. It raises an 
issue of greater gravity than the right 
of the individual to use liquor. or to in- 
dulge. a particular. appetite. For the 
first time in American history a number 
of States have united in enforcing their 
will upon the conscience and conduct of 
another State and the legislative bodies 
of one locality have undertaken to legis- 
late for the people of all localities in a 
matter purely domestic to each of the 
localities, It constitutes a radical de- 
parture from the fundamental concept, of 
the Fedéral system: - 

‘The Constitution could not very- well 
contain every Hmitation which the Col- 
onists intended should be imposed upon 
the Federal Government and much of its 
meariing and effect lies outside of the 
words\and must be derived by implica- 
tion from its expressions, or from_ con- 


sideration of the history, purpos¢é, and 
general intent. “If the American people 
have @ debire to’ abolish the present 
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to annul or destroy thé Constitution. 
which was. not created by them, but 
which emanated from the people of all 
the States. The history which preceded 
ang attended the adoption of the Con-

“Tie framers of the Constitution had 
under Consideration a provision e¢ part 
of Article V. which would expressly 
have prevented the transfer of police 
power from State to Federal jurisdic- 
tion, but such a transfer was_so clearly 
repugnant to the whole scheme and so 
obviously. outside of the limits of the 
power to amend that its specific in- 
hibition was omitted. And the implied 
limitation becomes all the more ap- 
parent upon examination of Article V. 
All of the powers. conferred by that 
article are subject tothe express proviso 
that no State without its consent shal? 
ever be deprived of its equal suffrage in 
the Sénate. ‘But this carries with it 
the broader guarantee of existence of 
the State.

‘The archives of history ai@ the rec- 
ords of the Supreme Court unite in dem- 
onstrating beyond dispute that the power 
of local government is inherent in the 
States and never has been surrendered 
to the Federal Government; that the 
States cannot be deprived’ of any part 
of it by Congress and the. Legislatures 
of part of the States. Even if there 
is no express limitation in the Consti- 
tution upon the power to amend, ‘there 
are

ment to the Constitution, Congress and 
three-fourths of the States could ¢ast 
aside the preamble, destroy the Repub- 
lic and set up a monarchy without giv- 
ing the people who created the Republie 
a voice in the matter.”

Philip Webb, who made‘the table 
glass for Morris’s “ Red Houxe,” was the 
architect ~who, built the house, and. the 
whole beauty of the Morris idea lay in 
the unity of architecture and furnish- 
ings. This unity will-return as.an archi- 
tectural ideal and does, indeed, prevail in 
certain houses governed by a fastidious 
and autocratic taste; but it is not.such 
isolated examples ‘that determine a 


~ nation’s fate in art. In nothing is thrift 


and wise economy so important, in noth- 
ing is; omission as opposed to ill-regu- 
lated inclusion so essential“ as in the 
making of a house, body and soul, and 
itis a delightful.game to play with the 
seant resources of the American studios 
to keep you at least from doing. too 
much. The ideal commemorated in “ The 
Spoils of Poynton,” the gracious and 
stimulating story ‘of an exquisite jold 
Jacobean house, as provocation and in- 
Spiration, as\ matchless canvas for a 
picture formed by thé accumulation of 
the treasures of the ages, is nat the ideal 
for the American house to embody. New. 
lamps for old inay be a profitable ex- 
change if the new lamps express the 
ctean, high thought of an age that denies- 
neither the past nor the future. 

We need for our new American houses 
admirable new American fdrnishings, and 
the only way to get them is to bring a 
few artists together—we are leaving out 
the manufacturers for the. moment be- 
cause the art must come first—and give 
them. the ¢éenerete problem of an indi- 
vidual house. Even Morris—sinee he 
began it—was quite unable to design in 
the air. He was-an architect by train- 
ing, but in order to get a house to suit 


him he was obliged to build one, not just . 


make it on paper. And in order to make 
the things he wanted to live with he had 
to have this hquse to put them in; it 
was not possible ta see them dangling in 
a vacuum. He got his people together, 
and they had a glorious party with the 
result that the firm of “Morris & Co.” 
came into being and “ changed the face 
of England.” It is not at all to the 
point whether it was changed to our 
individual taste. To change the face of 
America it would, doubtless, have been 
better to go to Whistler, who was a 
greater decordtor than any member of 
the Morris firm. But the point is that 
the artists were given a logical house, 


warm and human with personal feeling, ’ 


and were put on their honor to respect 
its individuality. ‘ 

It is easy to point one’s finger at the 
homes of American artists who have not 
exercised self-restraint in their own ac- 
cumulations. But that certainly does not 
prove that these same’ artists will not

I 
knew it was the thing which announced ; 
civilization. -} listened, and I heard many 
noises. The rumble which I heard was 
the blending of many sounds. Each was / 
the product of a seperate force. I lis- 
.tened and tried to pick» out the various 
sounds. I said when [ know what they 
mean I will understand civilization.” 

The fresh ear of the Japanese Gov- 
ernor heard what passes almost unper- 
ceived by those habituated to our way of 
life. The overtone of the cities is not, of 
course, wholly. unnoted. Noise, as much 
ax congestion, produces suburbs. Men 
flee from it just as they are attracted by 
it.. The traffic, horses and wagons, mo- 
tor cars, trucks, street railways, sub- 
ways, elevated, roads, the pdoliceman’s 
whistle, the gong of the ambulance, the 
thrilling race of the fire engine, the hum 
of many feet, the roar of factories, their 
shrijl whistles, the muffled roll of buried 
rai'roads, the romantic cadence of ves- * 
sels worming their course about the har- 
bor, do, in truth, produce a’sound which 
is of the essence of New York. But fa- 
.miliar residents do not disentangle the 
strains nor sense their significance. 
Cities, moreover, naturally. vary in their 
composite clangor as they differ in other 
respects. To Americans thus the impa- 
tient honking of endless automobi'es re- 
sounds into a super-cry’ as-tevealing -of - 
the soul of Paris as is the Etoile itsélf. 
And who has failed to recognize Chicago 
through the ceaseless murmur of ‘the 
Loop? 

But if it is true that hs stlracter a 
cities is indicated by noise, what shall 
be said of the cointry? For rural civili- 
gation has-its own sounds. These are not 
less distressing to the urban bre? than 
is the municipal roar to the country ear. 

‘To the city man the first sounds of the « 
forest are appalling. Like*the Japanese 
Governor, he wants an fnterpretér. Dark- 
mess hardly comes before noises announce 
the passing presence of unknown crea- 
tures. A harmless squirrel ‘rushing over 
dried leaves alarms the inexperienced. .

_ MOVIES AND NOVELS 





By JOSEPH ANTHONY 
author of ‘‘ The Great Desire ”’ 
is quite as full of surprises as his 
book. In the first place, Alexander 
- Black, who came to the fore so sud- 
denly with his novel of the’ strange quest 
of Anson Grayl in the ‘‘ city of the suc- 
cessfully single,’’ is 60 years old. , That is 
surprising to any one who has noticed the 
flaming idealism of his book, so often asso- 
ciated with young writers. A second sur- 
Prise, after one has noticed his gray hair, 
is the almost mocking youthfulness of his 
eyes. Another I might mention is that the 
author of ‘‘ The Great Desire,’’ that emi- 
hently unmovie-izable novel, has had five 
novels published that were written origi- 
nally for the screen, and is, in fact, the 
originator of the picture play. 

Just twenty-five years ago Mr. Black 
presented the first of the picture plays to 
a first-night audi that included Will- 
fam Dean Howells, Edward Everett Hale, 
Brander Matthews, Margaret Deland, 
Frank Stockton, Augustus Saint-Gaudens, 
and many other well-known _ writers. 
Known then as an authority on photog- 
raphy—he is an authority on a formidable 
array of subjects—he had developed a proc- 
ess for merging a series of still. pictures to 
tell a story. And as author,.. producer, 
director, and lecturer, Alexander Black, 
** the picture-play man,’’ toured the coun- 
try. Now, in a day when the lure of the 
movies has caught all classes, the origi- 
nator of the art has buried his wand 
deeper than ever plummet sounded, and is 
occupied. only with writing books. ‘‘ Tell 
me,"’ I could not help asking, ‘‘ how can 
the man who made the first picture plays 
be content to keep away from picture-play 
writing?’ 

For a moment I thought that the lure 
of the old game had caught him, as he 
drew in a deep breath. But Mr. Black 
was not sighing—indeed, he was smiling 
as ‘He directed himself. angularly ‘at his 
cigar. ‘‘ I whittled something with a jack- 
knife that is now made by a vast, com- 
plicated machine,” he answered. ‘* The 

- Gay of one-man production is long past. 
Perhaps the reason I haven't written for 
the -motion-picture screen is because I 
know show little the writing can have to 
do with the result. A man can no more 
write a picture play than write a locomo- 
tive. He can build specifications, but un- 
less he can be his own engineer he must 





trust the determining result to others. - 


At present the movie people are on the 
wrong track in taking stories from books. 
The photoplay art is essentially _panto- 
mimic, and the photoplay should be writ- 
ten as pantomime. It is a separate art, 
and it is worthy of its own technique. 

‘© As to the bearing of the movies on 
literature, I cannot see that there is any 
harm done, either on the creative side or 
to the audience. Surely there are no signs 
of a diminished interest in story reading, 
though the interest of some story writers 
has been diverted. In any ‘case, I sup- 
pose, novels will be affected less than 
stories.” Er

“*I get at it quickly by thinking of a 
story as a tune, of a novel as a sym- 
phony,’’ declared Mr. Black. ‘* You can 
quote a tune, but it is harder to quote 
orchestration.

It has 
an art range quite wide enough to tempt, 
as it has tempted, the greatest artists. I 
place ‘ The Great Desire ' as a novel rather 
than a story, but I'd hate to acquire a big- 
otry as to where one left off and the other 
began. There are books that are more 
than aria, that are more like a concerto— 
that have orchestral accompaniment,

sumption is as mischievous as the claim. 
that good-art shouldn't be cross-examined. 
Living is itself the supreme art, and if 
life must give an account of itself the 
subsidiary arts can’t escape. 

‘We all wince when some one asks, 
‘ What is art?’- Which is to say, of course, 
that we wince most definitely when a thing 
so old, but so fundaméntally essential, as 
definitions is brought up. Definitions do 
affect art. Doesn't a man's definition of 
himself constantly affect his conduct and 
his influence? When he corrects his defi- 
nition he corrects himself. It seems to me 
to_make a great difference ‘whether the 
artist as well as those who watch him 
separates the man, the ideas, and the art, 
and whether he fuses these three success- 
fully in what we call art. If we began by 
saying that art is the expression of ideas 
we might be reminded that art is not ideas. 
It is no more ideas than theology is. re- 
ligion, the compass is direction, or the 
watch is time. If we remembered that it is 
simply the expression, the vehicle of the 


idea, we might be more critical of the ideas. 


it carried. A great Admiral. once assured 
me that a battleship is not, strictly speak- 
ing, a boat, but a floating gun. carriage. 
Art is the gun carriage of the idea. The 
pretty boat is not the final essential. What 
we are shooting and whither we are shoot- 
ing are immensely important. 

** Let us substitute the word ‘ intention ’ 
for the word ‘ purpose,’ and maybe it will 
stop some of the quarreling. Purpose 
does sound preachy. Intention is a bet- 
ter word, and it expresses an indispensa- 
ble element. Why it !s indispensable is 
suggested by the completed definition. 
Art is not merely the expression of ideas. 
That would amount simply to self-ex- 


pression; which is natural and may be’ 


wholly beautiful without any effective art 
in the larger sense. If we enlarge the 
definition and say, ‘ Art is the conscious 
expression of ideas—to othefs,' we have 
accepted a bigger responsibility. We have 
made it obligatory to imagine a heart other 
than our own. This will affect our choice 
of ideas as well as our choice in expres- 
sion.. If a man is asked to make a speech, 
and is not in the presence of his audi- 
ence, his first question is, ‘To whom?’ 
It would be well for him to know where, 
also. His knowledge of whether it was 
to be from a carttail or in a drawing 
room would vastly affect his plans of ex- 
pression. More failures, vocal and writ- 
ten, are due. to blunders about the audi- 
ence than to blunders about detail of ex- 
pression. A good compass isn't of much 


. use to a man who doesn’t know where he 


wants to go. 

** It is as if a person were singing a love- 
ly tune in a-soft, true voice, and you were 
to feel yourself obliged to say, ‘ My dear 
man, you are expressing yourself beauti- 
fully.

Mingled with 
this historic idea of the guild, however, is 
another idea. which is modern and most 
upsetting to tradition. 
. During quite recent decades the basic 
organization’ of industry has been trans- 
formed. In the old days, each community 
grew its own food, provided its own trans- 
portation, and manufactured its own fa- 
miljar necessaries, The actual, function- 
ing units of the nation were territorial— 
* kingdom,"’ county, town, These terri- 
‘torial divisions remain the political unita; 
but industrially they are obsolete. Instead 
of the family coach and farm wagon, we 
have the railway; instead of the village 
blacksmith, the steel industry. The min- 
-ing of coal, the manufacture of cotton, 
wool, leather, &c., ‘are organized on a na- 
tional scale, or easily capable of becoming 
so. The same is true of the professions— 
law, medicine, teaching, engineering. Upon 
the old ** horizontal ’’ units of territory,-in 
short, have been erected “‘ vertical '’ units 
6f industry, each of which has its individ- 
Wal needs and rights no less than the ter- 
ritorial unit.- Yet they have no organized 
Tepresentation in the -government. of the 
land. To the syndicalist mind it seems 
both easy and right that these ‘ national 
guilds *' should be taken over by the work- 
~men to be run in their own interests. That 
is why we hear so muth of ‘‘ nationaliz- 
ing *’ railways and mines. They are the 
entering wedges. 


This development of syndicalism into the 
National Guild is characteristically British. 
Just. so Marxian socialism became Fabian.

Guildsmen of the more syndicalist stripe, - 
who still have trages in their tempekament 
of thé anarchist impulse, meet these ad- 
vances of capitalist and lawmaker with at 
best a wry smile. Bechhofer and Reckitt 
vehemently deny that *‘ in its essentials "’ 
the Whitley report is ‘* equivalent ’’ to the 
proposals of the National Guild. ‘‘ These 
demand not-merely an improvement in the 
status of the worker but a complete alter- 
ation of it. The partnership which the

“We were carried away by the 
cries against despotism, ”* said an El 
Paso man, ‘‘ and yielded to the im- 
pulse to ‘help bring- about what -we 
thought would be greater freedom for 
the Mexican people. But we were 
mistaken. We helped to destroy a 
régime that was despotic enough, but 
under it we did a prosperous business 
with Mexico and had peace and order 
on the other side of the river: 

** Like the rest of Americans, we 
now despise Villa because of his Co- 
lumbus raid, and think he should be 
shot as a bandit and murderer.. But 
before that raid we liked him. He 
was a romantic figure in-our opinion. 
After helping Madero he returned to 
El Paso and was employed here in a 
butcher’s shop. -When Madero was 
assassinated: Villa - borrowed. $1,000 
from a’ Greek’ bartender here'‘in El 
Paso and, with six followers as 4 nu- 
cleus, crossed the border and event- 
ually built up an army of 100,000. 
He is the ablest fighter Mexico has 
produced. “His Columbus raid was to 
force American intervention, hoping 
that. that ,would cause all Mexicans to 
rally about their ablest military lead- 
er—in other words, himself—and that 
after a short war he would become 
President. 
Dislike for Carranza. 


{' We despise Carranza not only as 
a weak administrator but as a ‘coward 
who has never done any of his own 
fighting, but taken all the chestnuts 
which his associates have Pulled out 
of the fire-for him. The only thing 
that has kept Carranza alive was 
President Wilson's speech at Mobile to 
the effect that the United States would, 
never retpgnize a Governmént brought 
into’ existence ‘by means of assassina- 
tion. Wilson had in mind the Huerta 
Government, following the murder of 


‘Madero. But the Mexicans have ex- 


tended. the significance of it, and de-

in their furthér warning to scenarists 
not to. forget that for every word used 
“another. sécond of 86". must be added 
to the time the spectacle is on the screen 
‘th order that the slowest-reading spec- 
tater may fully grasp it.” And theif 
injunction to authors to make! subtitles 
‘terse’ also shows that they realize 
thie danger.

piece of. fish. , At about 6 o'clock in the 
tee ding we would receive the same fare. 
It was just sufficient to keep body and 
goul together. : 

‘* However, during the three weeks 
that I spent in the dungeon: there were 
three, or four occasions on ‘which no 
food at all was brought to the prisoners 
during the space of two days. 

**No one was allowed out of the prison 
except to be shot or liberated. ‘The old 
man of 85 died a couple of days after 
his arrival. The prisoners. begged that 
a doctor, or at least a ptest,; might be 
sent to him. When a priest was asked 
for the Commissary replied:

However, Fort Worth is recovering 
from the first mad rush. At one time 
there ‘were 3C0 oil companies estab- 
there—that is, they had offices 

They were not really estab- 
lished anywhere. Not more than a 
dozen of them e¢ver paid dividends. 
Most of them, 
not on oil but: on ‘the hope of oil, 
have taken their toil’of dupes’ dollars 
and gone out of existence. 

The oil is therein Texas in all the 
vast quantities that are talked about, 
but the fortunes have been made by 
the few powerful companies and their 
investors and by the owners of farms 
on which .oil ‘was discovered, who have 
leased their properties and are re- 
ceiving big incomes from royalties. 

These former farmers have moved 


to Fort Worth in droves, with their 
hard work done. ._In the village of 
Ranger,,, where oil was. discovered 
first, there were formerly 200 fami- 
lies. More-than 100 of them have 
moved into Fort Worth.

HE accompanying figures on the 
last previous influenza epidemic 
were cbtained from the Bureau 
of Vital Statistics of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce in Washing- 

ton. They have never before been pub- 
lished.. .In connection with statistics 
collected from other countries by the 
bureau, the figures for this country em- 
phasize the supreme importance of dis- 
covering, first, the cause of the influ- 
enza; second, a means of prevention or 
control of its spread; third, a méans of 
cure. : 3 

Provisional totals of the United States, 
including the deaths of soldiers, sailors, 
and marines, indicate that about. 500,000 
deaths were due to the epidemic at the 
end of 1918, extending into the early 
part of 1919. The loss of life in 1919 is 
estimated at about 45,000. The figures 
are based on returns covering approxi- 
mately 8) per cent. of the country. The 
epidemic death rate per thousand was 
4.2. * 

The population of the world during 
the epidemic was about 1,700,000,000, It 
was a world epidemic. Applying the 
death’ rate in the United States to the’ 
world, the grand total would figure 
7,000,000, But the. number of deaths ré- 
ported to the bureatt from India is 
5,000,000; from the British native States, 
1,000,000.. In Intiia the death rate per 
thousand reported Was 19.8, by far the

That Mr. Davies has arrived at a logi- 
cal and emotional expression by way of 
a medium particularly suited to his tem- 
perament, is apparent. ‘The large paint-

Chinese Portraits, . 


‘There is no doubt about their being 
portraite—these pictures of men and 
women in cardinal red and sea-blue 
robes which have survived the viciesi- 
tudes of many centuries. The needs 
and instincts, the inner ‘life of the sit- 
ters, have been deeply studied by the 
Chinese portrait painters whose works 
are on view at the Montross Galleries, 
One might say “the Chinese masters,” 
but it. would be wholly: out of key with 
their own conception of their office and 
function. They are pot masters but 
servants of art and life, painting their 
portraits “ with bowed head,”’ as one of 
their inscriptions somewhere reads, in 
the most pfofound humility of spirit.

AUTO LICENSE EXTENSION. 


All New York Owners Must Show 
1920 Plates by Feb. 15. 


Owing ‘to the many complications in 
working out the proper fee for the 1920 
automobile registration tax, Secretary 
of State Hugo announced yesterday that 
an additional two weeks will be granted, 
The New York State motor vehicle year 
begins on Feb. 1.

The work of demolishing the old build- 
ings and clearing the block front on the 
east ‘side of Fifth Avenue, between Thir- 
tieth and Thirty-first Streets, for the 
new sixteen-story textile building to be 
erected on the site by the George 
Bacher Construction Company will begin 
Marth 1. 

It is estimated ‘that it will take forty 
days to completely clear the plot, which 
has a frontage of 200 feet-in Fifth Ave- 
nue, 200 feet on Thirty-first Stréet, and 
165 feet on Thirtieth Street, and that 
the work of settling the street will begin 
not later than May 1.
